The arrangrmenlt 
wilh the third party are concluded j and 
all that remaini before proceeding to ac 
live oprralioui it to reconcile conflicting 
demands amongst ihe rate payers, and 
conflicting opinlona amongst the Coun- 
cillor), concerning the tatent of the light- 
ing. The manner of lighting it not made 
a quertion-the. feeble, expeniive, and 
trouble tome oil lights being generally rt 
jected wherevtr gaa is practicabli | neither 
doeathete seem to be any difference of 
opinion at to the power of the Council to 
exempt any portion of the cily from iht 
lighting rale in c»K of the light* not ex- 
lending thereto. 

The 74lh seclion of the Incorporation 
Ad ii at follow* : — 

" Bt it fnatte.1, tJial it thai! be lawful 
for^h* aaid Council, and they are hereby 
required, once in every year to aueai, by 
a j oil and equitable ataestment, and: to 
rate under tht name of Lighting Hate, 
the several occupiera of tenement* and 
other property within tht limit* of tht laid 
tity, liable to bt rated under this Act. in 
any sum not exceeding four-pence In Ihe 
pound, by the year, computed upon the 
annual Value of such property : provided, 
huwevtr, that no ttntvntnl or other pro- 
perty ahall be Maaacaaed or rated, which 
may be situated in any portion of the city 
that ii not lighted at tht expenae of the 
Curpormliun. 

The Council may, under tht Act, ex- 
cept any unlighted portion, ta a ward, or 
a n iff ( , from the rate : but (as it teemi lo 
in) cannut mike a difference in the rut 
between une portion of the city and an- 
other, nor refrain from aaaeaaiiig and rating 
the inhabitant! of inch portion or Ihe 
city aa ii lighted at the public expense. 
They are expreitly required to do n, for 
it ii not fair that this particular benefit 
ihuuld bt t njoyed by some at the cutt of 
the many, as has hitherto tu tome client 
been the cause. The Cuuncil cannut 
neglect thii duly any longer. With re- 
•pect lo those portion! not lighted, ot not 
to be lighted, or which might be lighted 
in one way rather than in another, there 
cannot be any middle measure : they muit 
beiuhjecl to the lame rate iu ihe otfieraor 
to none. And it i* cleatly the intention 
of the Act that iht point ahotitd bt dtter- 
miaed by a joint coande ration of general 
advantage lo the cily, and of the wiiheiot 
the rate-paytn of the particalar locality, 
Tht rale-payer* uf Cook and Phillip 
Ward* have petitioned not to be included 
in the benefits of the lighting, being in par- 
ticular host! It to the plan of oil lamp*. 
Had Ihey petiliuned fur light, and more 
eipedally for gaa lighl.il by no in earn fol- 
low! that they thould be alio wed it, be 
cauae there might be peculiarjtiei in theie 
wards 11 hich might reorltr Ihe lighting uf 
them diiproportiunalely expentive, 10 lhat 
the rale charged on tbe other ward* might 
be inadequate. But the fact is directly the 
contrary. They petilioa to bt tacluded, 
knowing we prelum* that Ihty 
are entitled, if lighted at all 
lo bt lighted at the aame rare 
and at well as the other wards, and thai 
an equally good lighting cannot be. effected 
in their caae. except by atiiitance uf the 
common lighting fund. White the inha- 
bitant! of iheae iwo ward* were prudent 
in rejecting oil, they have been diainla- 
reited enough to tay " W* know that our 
it reels are tlriggling and uneven, our po- 
pulation scattered, our rateable tanemcnti 
few, and that contequenlly the Corpora- 
tion would, by properly lighting ui, incur 
a much greater expenae than the rates 
derivable from ut would suffice to pay, 
and therefore we give the matter up, that 
the general good may be paramount " So 
far a* direct expenditure effect* it, the 
geutral good n ill therefore be paramount, 
money will be tared to the other ward! ; 
but whether Iheae Iwo particular wards 
may nol pay in another ihape more dearly 
lhan Lhey calculate upon, by dark ikirti 
ot Ihe town becoming, when all the teat 
it wtll lighted, the rtcxptaclei of all evil- 
dotn, ii a queauan they would do wall to 
coftiider in lime, Itatemi lo uithxtiuch 
will be the result, and thai though it be 
perfectly competent for the Council lo
